Those who remained at work- were at- 
tacked by tho strikers, and the troops 
were called upon -to protect the work- 
ers and restore order. 


The appearance of the soldiers liad 
little effect in quelling the riot, and the 
orders to the rioters to disperse met with 
no attention. Tho strikers continued 
their attacks upon the "blacklegs" as 
though, no troops were present. The of- 
ncer in command of the soldiers ordered 
his men to fix their bayonets, and then 
followed the order to charge. 


On a full run. and with leveled bay- 


onets, the soldiers charged upon tho 
nou«rs and drove them away. Four of 
the strikers, however, were killed, and 
15 others received more or less serious 
bayonet thrusts. 
It is certain that 


some of the wounded will die. Great 
excitement prevails in the village, and 
the strikers threaten vengeance for the 
death of their comrades. Here, as in 
other parts of the country, the men are 
in many instances spurred on to riot by 
the women. 


Prospects of n Settlement at Hull. 


HL-LL, April lit.—There is a prospect 


that the strike will be speedily settled 
The intermediary president of the board 
of trade held a consultation in the 
house of commons vritn the representa- 
tives of both sides engaged in the con- 
troversy. Certain m-oposals were favor- 
ably considered by the gentlemen, and 
they expressed hopes that a settlement 
would be arrived at. 


Work commenced as usual at the 


clocks at ~ o'clock, the men obeying in- 
structions in commencing their work as 
ordered. 


At St. Catherine's dock the men i<*- 


nored the notice to stop work and 
when the gates opened there not a sin- 
gle man refusetl to betake himself in- 
side. There is, however, plenty of work 
to be had for the asking.

STOCKHOLM, April 19.—The immense 


wushvoxna sawing works, at Soeder- 
hamn, in the Laeu of Ceale, on an inlet 
of the Gulf of Bothnia, have been de- 
stroyed bj; fire. The flames spread with 
great rapidity, communicating to the 
wharves and a number of lighters, and 
these also were dc?stroyed.

Lessons Learned nt These 1£xlilblti<Mi8—In- 


cubators—Different Ureisda. 


An increased nnd widespread interest 


iu well bred poultry is attested by tho 
frequency and importance of the poultry 
shows north, south, east and west. For- 
ineily poultry was grudgingly allotted 
restricted space at the agricultural fairs 
and regarded as a second rate sideshow. 
The 'ast New York BUOVV, according to 
one estimate, was attended by 11,000 per- 
sons; the aggregate sales amounted to 
$10,000 and tho premiums to $3,122 in 
general pri ze3 and ^,1,500 in special prizes. 
These poultry exhibitions are decidedly 
instructive to an observant attendant, 
for here are congregated the finest types 
of the standard breeds, as well as rare 
and curious birds that delight the fancier. 
Here, too, is ample opportunity for not- 
ing the comparative merits of incubators 
and brooders and learning many nice 
points in the successful management of 
the same 
Incubators, by the way, may 


now be selected just as one would ohooso 
a sewing machine or any other imple- 
ment the usefulness of which has gained 
universal recognition. The iiicubatora 
manufactured by trustworthy makers 
and handled by well known firms are all 
good. It remains for each buyer after 
comparing tho mechanical construction, 
etc., to decide which is best from his 
standpoint.

Who would ever have though 
that the peculiar flavors which chara 
tcrizo different kinds or brands of tobac 
co aro due to tho presence of bacteria 
Yet that is the conclusion to which i 
vestigations by a German botanist lead 


Iu curing tobacco, or preparing tl 


raw, green leat for use, 11 fermentah 
process called s-weal ing is gone throug 
with. 


It has been supposed that thochemicii 


changes induced by this process were th 
source of the peculiar qualities possess' 
by the curoil tobacco. But,/according t 
Suclislantl's experiments, it appears tli 
micro-organisms may bo tho real cans 
of thu i;liani;e^. 


He lias examined tobacco fnmi 


parts of the world which had been Hire 
and has found in it an abundance of m 
cro-orgamstns, and upon cultivating th 
bacteria from a particular kind of tobac 
co and then inoculating another kin 
with tliis cultnro ho has piuduced in i 
the tav e and aroma of the original.
